Lawmakers find 
‘creative ways’ 
to raise cash for 
targeted programs

Rep. Will Davis’ shoe tax proposal is the lat- 
est example of attempts in Springfield to raise 
money for specifically targeted programs. 
There’s not much appetite for big tax hikes 
after Democrats passed what was billed as a 
temporary 67 percent increase in the income 
tax rate two years ago. Money remains tight, 
so lawmakers are looking to create small pots 
of cash for programs they support. 

Last year, state Sen. Toi Hutchinson, an Olym- 
pia Fields Democrat now running for Congress, 
sponsored a pair of such tax hikes. Strip clubs 
now pay a tax, with proceeds going to fund rape 
crisis centers, and drivers pay $2 more on license 
plate fees, with the money going to improve 
state parks. 

Davis said he’s picked up on the “creative 
ways” used last year. He didn’t have a specific 
correlation between shoes and the youth pro- 
grams, however. 

‘Athletic shoes are widespread,” Davis said. 
“If you’re trying to find an idea that will capture 
as many resources as possible, this works. Every- 
one uses them, and just about everybody buys 
athletic shoes at some point in their lives.”

SPRINGFIELD Buying a new pair of running 
shoes in Illinois could cost a quarter more if a 
measure to tax gym shoes gets traction at the 
Capitol. 

The idea behind the 25-cent shoe tax is to 
pump more money into programs that help 
high-school dropouts from low-income homes 
get jobs in the construction trades or get back 
on track to attend college. 

“There are young people everywhere that are 
looking for a positive outlet that they might not 
find otherwise,” said Rep. Will Davis, a Home- 
wood Democrat who is sponsoring the shoe tax. 

Business groups and shoe store owners aren’t 
keen on the idea, suggesting the new tax will 
hurt the competitiveness of Illinois sneaker sell- 
ers. 

“They’re already crossing the borders for 
many things,” said Kim Clarke Maisch, Illinois’ 
director of the National Federation of Indepen- 
dent Business. “They’re crossing the borders for 
gambling, for example. We don’t need any other 
reasons for them to travel elsewhere.” 

The shoe tax would provide money through- 
out Illinois for YouthBuild and potentially other 
similar programs that faced cutbacks in recent 
years of tight state budgets, Davis said. 

There are 16 Y)uthBuild programs in Illinois. 
Most students in the programs did not graduate 
from high school or struggle with reading and 
writing. Attempts are made to help them get the 
equivalent of a high school diploma. They often 
build low-income housing as a way to learn blue- 
collar skills. 

Such programs provide an “alternative to de- 
structive ways of life” and give young people a 
chance to see there is “something more out 
there for them,” Davis said. 

In south suburban Harvey, the YouthBuild 
program has done work for Habitat for Human- 
ity and emergency response training for han- 
dling hazardous waste. The main goal is to help 
people pursue more prosperous careers through 
college or apprenticeships, said Kreshina In- 
gram, the program’s manager. 

“We’re not just looking for them to move up 
to part-time or temporary positions — or go into 
fast-food jobs,” Ingram said. “We want them to 
get careers.” 

Tatyanna Smith said she dropped out of 
high school in 2010 and was headed down a 
misguided path to life on the streets. A cousin 
recommended the program so Smith could 


study to get the equivalent of a high school 
degree. Her priorities. Smith said, changed 
from there. 

Since joining last September, Smith said she 
sees her life more clearly and has “become more 
mature.” Now she wants a career in the con- 
struction trades and expects to start working on 
a house-building project. 

Davis’ definition of athletic shoe (see side- 
bar) may be problematic because it is so broad, 
said Mandy Rafool, a tax policy expert with the 
Denver-based National Conference of State 
Legislatures. 

To get the shoe tax through, Davis also will 
have to overcome opposition from business 
groups representing shoe store owners. 


Zimmer, who is about to open his third Fleet 
Feet store in Chicago, isn’t averse to helping 
charitable groups. He partners with charities 
including the AIDS Foundation of Chicago, Ac- 
cess Living, the American Cancer Society and 
PAWS Chicago, according to the company’s 
website. 

But Zimmer said an increase in shoe costs 
could prompt customers to buy them online at 
a time when brick-and-mortar stores are losing 
business to the Internet. 

“I understand what they’re trying to accom- 
plish and the good they want to create,” Zimmer 
said. “But I just don’t get the correlation be- 
tween athletic shoes and the programs this tax 
would fund.”

Camera aided rescue 


MIDLAND CITY, Ala. Authorities used a 
hidden camera to watch a man holding 
a boy hostage in an underground bunker in ru- 
ral Alabama and moved in to rescue the child 
after the suspect was seen wielding a gun and 
looking agitated, according to news reports 
Tuesday 

The nearly weeklong standoff with Jimmy 
Lee Dykes, 65, began after he gunned down 
a school bus driver and snatched the boy It 
ended Monday with Dykes’ death and the safe 
recovery of the kindergarten student, identi- 
fied only as Ethan. 

The boy, who turns 6 on Wednesday was 
reunited with his mother and taken to a hos- 
pital for treatment, but appeared physically 
unharmed, law enforcement officials said. 

“He’s laughing, joking, playing, eating,” said 
FBI Special Agent Steve Richardson, who had 


visited with the child. 

Authorities released few details about their 
extended negotiations with Dykes or their de- 
cision to storm the homemade bunker on his 
property near Midland City, in southeastern 
Alabama. 

At a news conference Monday, Richardson 
said talks had deteriorated in the 24 hours 
ahead of the rescue, and Dykes was seen hold- 
ing a gun. 

NPR reported that officials monitored 
Dykes with a camera they had managed to 
get into the underground shelter. Dykes ini- 
tially attended to the boy’s needs and seemed 
to sleep peacefully but later appeared agitat- 
ed and ignored the child, sources told NPR, 
which cited unnamed law enforcement offi- 
cials.

trained using a mock bunker officials had cre- 
ated near the site, according to ABC News, cit- 
ing unnamed sources.

Several local schools reopened Tuesday for 
the first time since the shooting a week ago, 
and officials said counselors were on hand to 
help students.

The new online presence is sparse: Be- 
sides the attention-grabbing photo, there’s a 
form to contact Clinton and the site’s privacy 
policy The photo, a separate source said, was 
not a professional portrait but a picture that 
Clinton liked.

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Don’t let the band’s name fool you— not that anyone would be confused ... right?

FOR REDEYE 

While singer/guitarist Alan Sparhawk gener- 
ally has gravitated toward a slower, quieter 
sound in Low— the Duluth, Minn, trio he’s 
fronted for nearly two decades alongside his 
wife, Mimi Parker— he lets it all hang out in 
Retribution Gospel Choir. 

The band’s third album, simply titled “3,” 
is an absolute monster, swinging from shaggy. 
Crazy Horse-worthy guitar dirges to more 
blissfully spaced-out, hypnotic passages. 

“When we started working on these songs, 
it was a shot in the arm for us, because we 
wanted to present something a little more ex- 
treme,” said Sparhawk, who even in his early 
40s shows no sign of mellowing. “We really 
took it as a challenge.” 

In a recent phone interview, the longtime 
Minnesota resident opened up about Ret- 
ribution’s misleading album title, his Wilco 
connection and the only high that equals the 
one he gets from performing. 


It seems a bit misleading to name the album 
“3” and only include two songs, both of 
which clock in around 20 minutes. 

{Laughs.} Well, we wanted to make it very 
clear this was a full-length and that it was 
definitely the next step for us. We had our 
{self-titled} debut record, then we had “2” and 
we thought naming the new album “3” would 
just reiterate that it was more than just this 
side thing or this weird little experiment. It 
really is, in essence, where we’re at right now. 

People always refer to Retribution as an 
outlet for your noisier urges. Is that how 
you see it? 

Well, the more boring explanation would be 
it’s because I’m playing with different people 
and we give each other different license and 
different inspiration. There’s a little bit of a 
different approach, but it’s still me. When 
I’m writing songs I don’t sit and think, 
“Where is it going to go?”

ALBUM REVIEW

It’s hard not to love 
an underdog, and 
Frightened Rab- 
bit is a great one. 
Maybe it’s a Scottish 
thing— there’s no 
getting around sing- 
er Scott Hutchison’s 
heavy brogue — but 
there’s a presumed 
scruffiness to the 
men who populate 
this band’s songs. 
You want to root for them, if for no other 
reason than the fact that these drunk crafts- 
men types seem far more appropriate as rock 
stars than, say, the sappy mandolineers of 
Mumford & Sons, to whom Frightened Rab- 
bit frequently are compared. 

With their fourth album and major label 
debut, “Pedestrian Verse,” Frightened Rab- 
bit’s transition from underdog status to 
stardom suddenly doesn’t seem so far out of

the question. This latest effort has neither 
the raw emotional vulnerability of the band’s 
2008 classic “The Midnight Organ Fight” 
nor the smooth accessibility of 2010’s “The 
Winter of Mixed Drinks,” but its raggedly 
earnest, self-deprecating songwriting is 
striking and familiar. The guitar solos are a 
cut above anything the band’s done before. 
“Pedestrian Verse” is one of the most credible 
bids for what rock music should be in the 
2010S, laced with sprawling, U2-style guitar 
parts and infused with Neutral Milk Hotel’s 
indie folk weirdness. 

Frightened Rabbit always have been 
scholars of tragicomic masculinity and ‘Act 
of Man” is one of the finest entries in that 
catalog to date. Reveling in human flaw over 
an array of tense guitars and spare piano 
notes, the song descends into lyrical refrain 
that scans as a mission statement for a mod- 
est band on the brink of something bigger: 
“I’m here,” Hutchinson sings, “Not heroic, 
but I try”
